Food Needs of the 
Nation Goal For 
Dairy Industry 
Austin.—As the nation builds 
its plans for stronger defense, 
T exas dairy fanners are plan- 
aiing ways to increase milk pro- 
thiction needed for the nation’s 
food supply, said Sam von Ro­ 
senberg, field director for the 
American Dairy Association of 
Texas. 
While the state’s milk 
•supply does not furnish all the 


s n itk and products needed for 
t i e state’s seven million custom- 
«rs, dairy leaders are studying 
the situation carefully. 
The industry will go all out. 
von Rosenberg stated, to build 
m arkets and gain greater public 
understanding as their part in 
development of the civilian and 


military economy. 
Milk is an 
essential food and there will be 
no shortages if milk producers 
can help it. 


In order to actively develop 
these plans, dairy farmers are 
enthusiastically supporting their 
state division of the American 
Dairy Association. Through their 
organization dairy farmers will 
set aside one cent per pound 
butterfat during the 30-day pe­ 
riod in June towards a state goal 
of $57,500. 
This money to fi­ 
nance the program will be col­ 
lected through cooperating milk 
plants throughout the state. The 
plants will remit all money col­ 
lected to the state organization. 
Through 
this 
plan all milk 
producers throughout the nation 
work together to build public 
understanding of the many prob- J 


Ie ms within the industry. 
The 
I American Dairy Association goal 
| is a program big enough to cre­ 
ate a continuous 
demand 
for 
dairy foods and to achieve a 
better public understanding. 
In 
doing this a five-point program 
is announced: 
(I) a nationwide 
“voice” over the NBC network 
will represent dairy farm ers, (2) 
full color advertising will be pre­ 
sented through national maga­ 
zines, (3) outdoor posters month 
to-month will illustrate colorful 
dairy products to consumers, (4) 
ads in newspapers and food page 
publicity will be increased, and 
(5) 
an 
outstanding television 
show. 
Through this 5-point pro­ 
gram every consumer in the U. 
S. will be reached regularly, von 
Rosenberg said.

Silage Important 
For the Dairy Herd 
College Station.—“A full silo 
is good feed insurance. 
If pas­ 
tu res get short or drouth strikes, 
silage will keep the dairy cow 
producing." 
This statem ent is 
from a new bulletin prepared by 
Texas A. & M. College d a iry 1 
specialists. 
The authors of Extension Serv­ 
ice Bulletin 186 say th a t silage 
is the cheapest, and best substi- 


tu te for a good pasture. 
I 
N ext to pasture, silage is the 
cheapest source of feed. Based 
on certain cost figures given in 
the bulletin, IOO pounds of total 
digestible nutrients from silage 
costs $1.40; from alfalfa hay, 
the sam e am ount costs $3.00; 
and 
from 
a 
concentrate 
mix, 
$5.40. 
One ton of silage, costing $4 
or $5, is equal in feeding value 
to about 500 pounds of 16 per 
cent grain mix, costing $17 or 


$18. 
In addition to the advantages 
and costs of silage, this bulletin 
contains inform ation on silage 
crops, different types of silos, 
harvesting silage crops, filling 
silos, and feeding silage. 
R. E. Burleson, associate ex­ 
tension dairy husbandm an, sug­ 
gests 
th at dairym en 
stop 
by 
their county agent’s office and 
pick up a copy of Extension Bul­ 
letin 186, “Silage for the Dairy 
Herd."

Truck Patch Reserves 
Called to Active Duty 


The U.S. department of agricul­ 
ture is encouraging Americans to 
plant “liberty” gardens as a part 
of the national and civil defense 
program. 
Officially called the “Garden and 
Food Preservation Program ,” the 
campaign puts it up to citizens in 
1951 to carry on horticulturally in 
the best traditions of World War 
II’s victory gardens and the war 
gardens of 1917-18. 
In 1917 it was estimated that the 
nation’s back yard 
and vacant- 
lot gardeners harvested crops val­ 
ued at some $350,000,000. It was a 
record for the time, but easily 
broken by th" victory sowers of 
the last war. in 1943 some 20 mil­ 
lion voce';.hie gardeners—an esti­ 
mated six million more than in the 
prewar year of 1941 — produced 
about eight million tons of food, 
enough to fill 160.000 freight cars. 
The agriculture department point­ 
ed out that fresh home-grown vege­ 
tables improve* the nation’s diet, 
benefiting both health and morale, 
and

FINAL DECISION ON MILK ORDER 
TO BE HANDED DOWN ON JUNE 4th 


The Department of Agriculture 
Monday recommended that it be 
authorized to regulate m arket­ 
ing of milk in the North Texas 
and Wichita Falls milk m arket­ 
ing areas. 
The department under proposed 
federal orders would set mini­ 
mum prices which dealers would 
be required to pay dairymen sup­ 
plying these areas. 
Persons interested were given 
until June 4 to submit 
their 
views on the recommendation be­ 
fore a final decision is issued. 
J. O. Woodman of Arlington, 
manager of the North Texas Pro­ 
ducers Association, said members 
of the association would withhold 
action until they have seen the 
order. 
He said he expects to receive 
a copy by mail within a few 
days. 
His group has 
recommended 
the federal action “as a last re­ 
sort” to aid producers in their 
dealings with milk plant opera­ 
tors. 
A two-thirds vote of producers 
in the area is required to put 
such orders into effect. 
If the order is attractive to 
producers, Woodman said, “I feel 
we can vote it in.” 
“We are going to vote in a 
block,” he explained. 
Lroin A. Boswell, Fort Worth 
dairyman who has strongly op­ 


posed the federal order, said he 
believes action now “is a m atter 
for lawyers.” 
Hawkins Golden of Dallas, at­ 
torney for milk distributing com­ 
panies opposing the order, was 
not available for comment. 
Boswell took a pessimistic view 
of the matter. 
“Mr. Brannan (secretary of ag­ 
riculture) will probably be 
in 
business here by August,” he pre­ 
dicted. 
The North Texas marketing 
area would include counties of 
Cooke, Collin, Dallas, Delta, Den­ 
ton, Ellis, Fannin, Grayson, Hop­ 
kins, hunt Johnson Kauffman, 
Lamar, Parker, 
Rockwall 
and 
Tarrant. 
The Wichita Falls area would 
include only Wichita County. 
The Agricuture 
Department, 
which 
Monday 
recommended 
federal fixing of milk prices in 
North Texas and W ichita Falls 
has invited any interested par­ 
ties to submit views and com­ 
ments by June 4. 
.A final decision will be made 
the early part of June on the 
recommendation and before any 
such orders can go into effect 
they must be approved by at

two-thirds of the

“—To Decide Who Is Left” 
ONE danger which war-making 
brings is that it gets every­ 
one thinking that might makes 
right. Now might does not really 
make right and never did; other­ 
wise the champion heavy-weight 
would always be the best man, 
morally, in all the world, and the 
most helpless invalid would be the 
most wicked. 
Along 
with 
this 
“mlght-ie- 
right” idea is another one close 
to it: that the best way to per­ 
suade others to our way of 
thinking or to our way of living 
is to beat them over the head. 
That has never succeeded yet. 
You know yourself that you were 
never persuaded that way. Fists 
and guns and armies can make 
people change their tune, but 
never change their minds. 
The way to change people is 
through their minds and consciences 
and hearts. One act of international 
goodwill, justice or generosity is 
more potent than tons of high ex­ 
plosives. The sending of food, serv­ 
ices, skilled help such as doctors 
and teachers, does more to win 
friends than any number of armed 
alliances. The Christian way is al­ 
ways the way of love. 
• • • 
Topsy-Turvy Land 
THE waging of war creates il­ 
lusions. Besides the one just 
mentioned, of confusing might with 
right, there is this one too; a na­ 
tion at war lives in a kind of topsy­ 
turvy land. What is of greatest 
value is rated low, and things of 
little value are made much of. 
The longer a war goes on, the 
more of a habit this crooked scale 
of values becomes. For instance: 
normally we value life above all 
things. Violent death is something 
to make the headlines, and causing 
death to others is something from 
which we all shrink. But in wartime 
we are all tuned, so to speak, to the 
business of killing. 
Whatever genius such a na­ 
tion may have, whatever pro­ 
ductive power, goes mainly to 
building up the military “po­ 
tential,” devising more and bet­ 
ter ways of inflicting sudden 
death. 
Dr. Charles Leber tells of re­ 
membering, when a boy, how his 
father and mother read in the pa­ 
per about the sinking of the steam­ 
ship Titanic, which went down with 
the loss of over 1,500 lives. It was 
breakfast time when they read the 
paper; 
but 
neither 
father 
nor 
mother could finish the meal. 
That was before World War I. 
But now,, forty years later, how 
many people would lose their ap­ 
petite at reading of the death of a 
mere 1,500 persons? We are so 
used to slaughter that as Dr. Leber 
puts it, we have become brutalized, 
we have “lost our sense of com- 
lassionate shame.”

*WO last illusions pursue the war-

ring nation. One is that war is 
jrmal. In reality, however nec­ 
tary war may ever be. it is 
,er normal; but let it run too 
ig or come too often, and people

The other illusion is that it is 
possible by war to end wars, 
that by one more war, one 
more victory, peace will be se­ 
en:.:1! once and for all. It never 
works.

He might have taken his text 
from Isaiah 31, or the history of 
israel and Judah, for Isaiah was

faith in force, and neglects the 
character of its citizens, or the jus­ 
tice of its institutions, then it has 
forgotten God.
